SAN PIETRO CAPTURED

Of these at 
least 30 were Mark IVs, the largest 
the Germans have employed in It­ 
aly.

BOMBERS BLAST AT 


GERMANY BY DAV 


ATTACK COMES FROM 
WEST AND SOUTH AS 
BRENNER PASS ROUTE HIT 


LONDON, Dec. 20.—OP) 
Ameri­ 
can heavy bombers struck from the 
west at much-battered northwest 
Germany in daylight today in a 
quick follow-up to yesterday’s Med­ 
iterranean-based allied heavy bom­ 
ber assaults on Innsbruck 
and 
Augsburg, 20 miles northwest of 
Munich, on the B renner Pass route 
The big American planes were 
escorted by fleet fighters again in 
their renewed onslaught on their 
favorite 
recent 
targets—Hitler's 
U-boat nests and the shipbuilding 
ports of the North Sea. Specific 
targets were not named im m edi­ 
ately. 
Yesterday’s first blow in the one- 
two punch at Germ an 
industry 
from the west and south was made 
through fierce fighter opposition. 
The Germans threw up more than 
IOO planes In a futile attem pt to 
halt the Liberator and Flying F o rt­ 
ress formations winging in frrm 
the south. 
Thirty-seven of 
the 
attackers 
wrere shot down in flames and 22 
others probably were destroyed to 
a loss of 16 
Mediterranean-based 
allied planes during the day’s op­ 
erations. 
Some of the missing al­ 
lied fliers were believed to have 
landed in friendly territory.
